SUBJECT: Briefing of Senate Armed Services Committee on NIE 11-3-876 


(Soviet Strategic Forces Objectives) 


1. At the request of Chairman John C. Stennis, a meeting of the 
Committee was held today to brief on NIE 11-3-9 6 to discuss the findings 
and conclusions in the estimate of the procedures followed in its pre- 
paration. The meeting was prompted by stories appearing in the press 
alleging that an outside group, [vt participated in the 
estimate, forced a drastic change in the Community's estimate of Soviet 
objectives. The Committee considered that this seriously impacted on 
the confirmation of Mr. Brown for Secretary of Defense and requested 
an explanation from the Agency. 


2. “The meeting was held in Room 212, Russell Senate Office 
Building, and convened at 10:15 a.m, and recessed for lunch at 1:15 p.m. 
It was reconvened at 2:15 p.m. and adjourned at 4:00 p.m. A transeript 
was taken and technical monitoring was maintained throughout the hearing.
